WORST STORM IN THE ANNALS OF 
THAT PORT. 

Bluestone Proving Richer Than Was 
Expected—Work on Creeks Practically 
Suspended—Five Thousand People 
Wintering—Many Indians Starving. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

SEATTLE, Feb. 21.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Nome mall received here to- 
day was dated November 23, and con- 
tained news of improved conditions in 
the Kougarok and Bluestone districts. 
At St. Michael, the November storm 
waxed in fury until it proved the 
worst In the annals of the port. There 
and at Nome the water wes higher 
than it bad ever been in the memory of 
white man or native. At St. Michael 
the ice came and went three times be- 
fore it finally set and locked the place 
in for the season. The wind was ter- 
rific, and colder. than had ever been 
known. At St. Micheel a number of 
boats, steamers and sailing vessels 
longing to private parties were carried 
out to sea, or crushed by incoming ice 
masses. At Nome the storm was so 
violent that a number of the more 
fragile frame buildings were wrecked. 

At Nome, Bluestone was proving 
rich beyond expectation, according to 
a Dawson dispatch, dated February 135. 
There was no work done, but prospect- 
ing this season, showed gravel to be 
better even than expected. Work on 
the creeks was practically suspended, 
although there is considerable winter 
prospecting going on, especially in 
the Kougarok district, which ts turn- 
ing out rich. 

It is estimated that there are now 


3500 people in Nome and about 1500 


scattered over different districts, mak- 
Ing in all about 5000 who are spending 
the winter in this part of Alaska. 
Indians of St. Michael and about 
Nome will be almost exterminated by 
spring, according to letters received in 
this city today. Starving at the be- 
ginning of fall, they had, most of them, 
died when the mail left St. Michael, 
many of them right in the shadow of 
the trading posts and warehouses of 
the companies and the government.

death penalty for Yu Hsrioo, Chih Liu 
and Heu Shere Yu, the two latter be- 
ing prisoners of the Japanese, post- 
humous honors for the four members 
of the Tsung Li Yamen, who were ex- 
ecuted last summo: by the Chinese be- 
cause of their intercession for the for- 
eigners. The great difficulty in the 
way of executing Gen. Tung Fu Siang 
being recognized by the ministers, it 
was agreed that some punishment, to 
be determined later, should be admin- 
istered to him when it was possible to 
do 80. 

A subsequent message from Minister 
Conger includes in the punishment 
list (and it ts understool here that 
they are also included in the Emper- 
or’s promise just given,) Chuang, who 
is to be executed; Choa Shu Chiao, 
Ying Nien, Chi Hsiu and Hsu Cheng 
Yu, who are to be punished in some 
method yet to bo determined.

CHINA GAINS A VICTORY.

This is not exactly what the minis- 
ters demanded, but it is considered 
advisable to agree to it, as the demard 
for lives has been agreed to, except 
in the case of Gen. Tung Fu Fiang, 
whom the court is powerless to mo- 
lest. Thete is a private understand- 


| ing that his life will be claimed when 


it is possisble. 

The European and Chinese recreta- 
ries of legation and others who have 
lived In China for years, consider that 
China has gained a victory, as the 
only man the court has to behead is 
Yu Hsien. The other two are in the 
hands of the Japaners and could be 
beheaded when their execution is 
wanted. Suicide is no disgrace’ what- 
ever in the eyes cf the Chinese. No 
one believes Gen. Siang will ever suf- 
fer punishment. 

Prince Ching is greatly alarmed at 
the preparations for the military expe- 
dition into the interior. He asks why 
they are not countermanded, now that 
China has agreed to the demands of 
the powers, instead of which the prep- 
arations continue.

ADOPTED BY HOUSE.

ADMINISTRATION’S POWER AGAIN 
IN EVIDENCE. 
Assertion That Reports of Plague 
Were False Causes Strong Opposition. 


James Denounces the Measure as 
Makag the Legislature Rediculous. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 21.—{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] If any doubt remained 
after the passage of the two plague 
bills yesterday that the Governor can 
whip the Assembly into line upon al- 
most any proposition wi.ich he may 
desire that body to adopt, it wes 
removed today, when the lower house 
passed the first of his plague resolu- 
tiens. The resolution is one thank- 
ing President McKinley, Secretary of 
State Hay and the Governor himself 
for the action they took in regard to 
the bubonic plague scare of 1900. It 
states that all the reports of plague 
in San Francisco were false and made 
either by mistake or through malice, 
and it was this which caused all the 
opposition. The contest was a 
minder of the first fight over the 
plague bills. Schlessinger, Feliz, 
Cowan, Melick, Foster, Sheridan, 
Laird, Sutro, Brown and James made 
epeech after speech in opposition to 
the resolution, and Knight, Macbeth, 
Savage and Guilfoyle spoke for it. 
The discussion occupied almost. the 
entire morning session, and was at 
times acrimonious. Frequent efforte 
were made to choke off debate, but all 
of them falled. 

At the conclusion, after nearly two 
hours of telking, James of Los An- 
geles closed for the opposition. He 
called attention to the assertion that 
the Legislature was making itself 
ridiculous. Kinyoun had been a 
public official doing his duty. This 
resolution proposed to condemn that 
conecientious official acting under or- 
ders, and to compliment the mean who 
gave the orders. He liked the Gov- 
ernor of this State personally, but he 
was fuller of mistakes than any man 
he ever saw. The action ever since 
the beginning had been to advertise 
the existence of plague. Did the Re- 
publicans realize what was being 
done? What did they mean? 

The roll call was demanded, and 
the resolution was adopted by a vote 
of 31 to 29. Had all the members 
voted as they talk privately, the reso- 
lution would heve been different, for 
it caninmot be disputed that some of 
them stultified themselves by voting 
for what they do not believe to be 
true. 

The Assembly tonight adjourned un- 
til Saturday, which means that no 
business will be transacted until Mon- 
day, as there is hardly a possibility ofa 
quorum on Saturday, s0 many mem- 
bers having left the city tonight.

DISGRACEFUL CONDITIONS IN SAN 
FRANCISCO CHINATOWN. 


Report States That Traffic in Slave 
Girls, Gambling and Prostitution are 
Tolerated by the Police Under the 
Policy of Mayor Phelan. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 21.—The report 
of the legislative committee which in- 
vestigated the San Francisco police 
department was presented to the Leg- 
islature tonight by Chairman Knéw- 
land. It is unanimous. 

The report was read, and Collins 
moved that it be adopted. Cowan of- 
fered as a substitute that action be 
postponed until such time asthe report 
can be printed in the journal. Cowan's 
substitute was defeated, and the re- 
port adopted. The committee in its 
findings says:. 

“James D. Phelan, as Mayor of San 
Francisco, and William P. Sullivan, 
Jr., as Chief of Police of San Fran- 
cisco, did, in December, 1900, make up 
their minds to bring about a policy 
whereby violations of the State’s laws 
against gambling and prostitution 
should be tolerated by the police in 
San Francisco's Chinatown, and 
should be made a source of municipa! 


revenue—a source estimated to yield 


$97,000 per annum. | 

“That subseuently the Examiner of 
San Francisco’publicly directed atten- 
tion to section 337 of the Penal Coce 
of California, which section made the 
proposed compounding felonious. 

“That thereupon by reason of said 
section of the Penal Code, and not be- 
cause of the voluntary abandonment cf 
eaid unlawful policy, the said James 
D. Phelan, ana the said William P. 
Sullivan, Jr., ceased to proceed with 
their contemplated compounding, 
the Chief of Police withdrew from 
Chinatown the special detail of s!x 


patrolmen and a sergeant, known as. 


the ‘Chinatown squad,’ which squad 
had for years been regarded as casen- 
tial in enforcing the State's laws 
against gambling and prostitution in 
said quarter, and directed the regular 
patrolmen of Chinatown to oblige the 
law-breaking to cease on the ground 
fioor, and to require the law breakers 
to confine the forbidden gambling to 
upper floors as shown by the eworn 
testimony of patrolmen on duty in this 
quarter,) thusshowing a direct dis- 
osition to tolerate infraction of the 
ioe. provided the infractions were 
committed at a given altitude.” 

The committee further finds: “That 
James D. Phelan, as Mayor of San 
Francisco, speaking under oath, ac- 
knowledged that the State’s laws 
against gambling and prostitution are 
habitually and extensively violated in 
Chinatown.” 

The committee further finds: “That 
the visits of white men and white boys 
to Chinese brothels and gambling re- 
sorts are and have been sd open as to 
leave the police department no reason- 
able excuse for its professed want of 
knowledge in that regard. 

TRAFFIC IN FEMALES. 

“That Chinese wonien and Chinese 
girls (mere infants, frequently,) are 
bought and sold as chattels in China- 
town tn violation of a vital principle of 
our national life—a condition of affairs 
that is a disgrace to the great State 
of California. 

“That the police department has been 
so apathetic in putting down the hor- 
rible system of slavery existing in 
Chinatown as to justify your commit- 
tee in believing it criminally negli- 
gent.” 

The committee further finds: “That 
the Chief of Police acknowledged un- 
der oath to your committee that he had 
never read the Penal Code it is his 
duty to enforce: and while your com- 
mittee disavows a disposition to re- 
flect on his reputation for honesty, it 
feels constrained to say that he be- 
trayed, while testifying, a want of 
knowledge of the laws of this State af- 
fecting Chinatown, and a lack of 
alertness in the matter of dealing with 


Police Sulliven, Capt. Wittman and 
Detective Wren, growing out of their 
connection with the service of a sub- 
poena in the matter of the “Lexow” 
investigating committee of the Legis- 
lature, which recently investigated the 
San Francisco police department, over- 
shadowed all else in the Assembly to- 
day. 

The proceedings commenced at noon 
and continued for nearly an hour, 
wheh a recess was taker to 2 o'clock, 
All of the afternoon session was spent 
over a wrangle as to whether Capt. 
Wittman should be censured or no 
which terminated in the adoption 0 
Matto’s sub-motion that he be repri- 
manded by the Speaker of the House., 

Chief of Police Sullivan was not 
present. A physician's certificate 
stating that he was confined to his 
home by a malignant diseaée, and 
could not respond in person to the 
summons was presented, Coffey, 
Wittman and Wren were brought to 
the bar of the House by the sergeant- 
at-arms. Attorney Coffey, who was 
before the ber of the House, and made 
a statement last Thursday, in which 
he denied al) intention wrong- 
doing. was not called upon. All the 
accused waived their right to counsel. 

Wittman was the first to make a 
statement. He said thag if any con- 
tempt wes committeed it was not in- 
tended. His only desire was to aid 
the committee. On the night that 
Cram made his statement they had 
seen him on the street, and asked 
him how he had gained admittance 
to a fan-tan game. He mede a 
statement which involved others. The 
statement was made voluntarily. He 
accompanied Wittman and Coffey to 
the Chief's office. The question then 
arose as to whether Cram would come 
before the committee. Coffey had a 
subpoena in his pocket, and wrote 
Cram’s name upon it, he said. Cram 
appeared before the committee later 
and under oath made a statement en- 
tirely different to that made volun- 
arily. 

In “ensier to a question by Carter, 
Wittman sald that C:am wa; not sib- 
jected to any more of a swenting pro- 
cess than he, (Wittman,) was uncer- 
going at the hands of the Assembly, a 
statement that provoked tumultuous 
applause. Johnson asked if he had the 
subpoena to Cram before he seivel it 
to him. Wittman taid he knew noth- 
ing of the contents of the subpoena. 
Detective Wren, when put upon his 
defense, sald the statements made by 
Wittman would apply to him. John- 
son then asked if he had reod the con- 
tents of the subpoena to Cram when 
he served it, and he replied in the n g4- 
tive. 

SULLIVAN NOT CENSURED. 

When the proceedings were resumed 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, Chairman 
Knowland offered a resolution, which 
recited the action of of the defendants 
and declared that Coffey and Wren 
were guilty of contempt, and should 
be reprimanded. 

Brady offered a substitute thanking 
the defendants for the services they 
had rendered the committee in its in- 
vestigation, and asking for their ex- 
oneration. The substitute was voted 
down by a viva voce vote. 

An extended discussion followed, 
Johnson’ closed the debate, Knowland 
vielding. He deftiv handled legal 
phases presented in the case, claiming 
that the mere fact that the defendants 
had galvanized into life a dead sub- 
poena constituted contempt. 


The resolution was then adopted by | 


a vote of 31 to 30. 

Capt. Wittman, after a short con- 
ference with Assemblyman Johnson, 
made the statement that he as the 
superior officer of Wren was gullty if 
his subordinate was, and he was pre- 
pared to take his punishment: This 
declaration brought forth a great 
demonstration of approval from the 
body of the House, lobby and gallery. 
After Matto’s substitute amendment 
that Wittman be exonerated had been 
lost, Brown's motion that Wittmann be 
censured was adopted by a vote of 38 
to 31.

A delegation of the “Home Defend- 
ers” called on Mrs. Nation in her cell 
room, in the jail to talk about nominat- 
ing a city ticket for the election this 
spring. Mrs. Nation, who has decided 
to become a citizen of Topeka, at least 
for a while, was enthusiastic. 

“We decided,” she said, “to nominate 
a clean man, a man who does not 
drink, smoke or blaspheme. No others 
need apply.” 

The newspaper that Mrs. Nation in- 
tends to edit will be published by 
“Nick” Chiles, the negro joint keeper 
who signed one of Mrs. Nation’s bonds 
last week.

IGHTS OF THE DEAD 
IN HIS OWN COFFIN. 


IN MOST OF OUR STATES THEY 
ARE SUPREME. 


[New York Tribune:] On the same 
day on which the eyes of all the 
world were turned toward the most 
guegnificent funeral pomp that has 
ever been recorded, a brief dispatch 
in some of the daily papers told of an 
intrusion upon the last rest of an ob- 
secure negro in Virginia which seems 
difficult to explain consistently with 
the law, at least as the ldw is under- 
stood in tilis State. The negro, who 
is said to have been wealthier than 
most of his race, had been buried face 
downward, with his head pointing to 
the east; his body was exhumed and 
reinterred in the more usual position, 
face upward, with the feet to the 
cast. The persumption, at least, is 
that the extraordinary manner of his 
burial. was his own choice. Other cir- 
cumstances, particularly his disin- 
heriting his daughter because she 


married « man of her own color, point 


to a decided eccéntricity of character. 
Still, if one rem@mbers the origin of 
the general custom, it is not difficult 
to find a way of accounting for this 
man’s exceptional preference in the 
matter of burial. The Christian laity 
have from time immemoria! been 
buried recumbent, feet eastward, “in 
the hope of a glorious resurrection,” 
and in order to rise facing the Judge 
of the quick and dead when He shall 
descend into the Valley of Jehosha- 
phat; the clergy have been buried in 
such a position as to rise facing the 
laity. j This old negro, if he were as 
pious/ as he was eccentric, may have 
desired the Resurrection morn to find 
him prone, like a suppliant, before the 
Judgment Seat. 

By a further coincidence, another 
dispatch, published only one day 
earlier, told of a decision given by 
Chief Justice Wiswell of Maine, in a 
case of trespass, according to which 
a corpse, once burtea, becomes a part 
of the ground to which it has been 
committed’”—at least as long as that 
ground continues to be a burial ground. 

These two cases, occurring in two 
typically contrasting States, suggested 
inquiry of a New York lawyer who 
happens to have earned some eminence 
by a monograph written and an action 
won twelve years ago on the rights 
of survivors over the bodies of de- 
relatives. According to the 
law of this State, it appears, that, 
first. a human corpse cannot be prop- 
erty in the strict legal senses and, 
second, that the right of an individual 
over his body does not cease with 
death and is not limited to any part 
or parts of the body. The former of 
these two propositions is common law; 
the latter is a statutory provision, and 
by it a person whose arm, for instance, 
has been amputated in a hospital, or 
whose finger has been accidentally cut

rare, and the case mentioned at the 
beginning of this atricle as having 
given occasion for a monograph on 
the subject attracted wide attention 
throughout the United States for its 
singularity.

It would 
be interesting to know what the 8Su- 
preme Court of Virginia would decide 
in the case of the old negro, who 
chose to be buried face downward, as 
to his right to dispose of his own

as was done in  Scot- 
land by Jeremy Bentham, whose 
preserved body is part of the anatom- 
ical collection of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of Edinburgh. Rhode Island, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Missouri 
and New Jersey have at various times 
defined through the courts, the se- 
pulchral rights of a husband or wife, 
as against next of kin, and one decision 
of an Indiana court goes, language, 
at least, far beyond the consensus of 
American lawyers, avserting that “in 
an extreme case corpses are property 
in the strict sense of the common 
law.”

With all these things tin his mind 
the Chinaman did not need to be told 
that in this fearful epoch of his coun- 
try’s history the American wes his 
best friend, and he lost no time in 
following the example of some of the 
larger business houses in hastily flying 
a semblance of the United States flag 
from their stores, warehouses or other 
buildings. Even some of these were 
of a very crude production, owing per- 
haps to the haste of manufacture or 
ignorance of the correct design. But 
they served the purpose, and what is 
more, they furnished patterns for the 
“small fry’ American flegs that may 
now be seen at every turn in China— 
flying from joss houses, from the roofs 
of commercial buildings, hanging in 
front of small shops, decorating the 
rickety donkey carts In all the thor- 
oughfares, fluttering from the humps 


of camels or being carried by the 
of pedestrians in north 
na. 


Until acquainted with these facts 
one will ask what ell the various flags, 
large and small, represent. Is that an 
American flag? Why, yes. And then 
you laugh and get mad. There you 
see a coolie going along ahead of you 
with a painful crazy-quilt idea stitched 
into the back of his blouse. That's an 
American flag, too. Here comes a 
donkey cart, the donkey wearing long 
ears and a mixture of red, white and 
blue. You don't know whether the 
mixture is upside down nor the donkey 
wrong end to, but it's American—at 
least the prescription was American, 
though fearfully compounded—and you 
are satisfied. 

Now comes a camel train, sixty anl- 
mals forming it. There are halfa n 
Chinese attendants, walking. The train 
is bringing coal from the mines forty- 
five miles away from the city. The 
first came!—dignified, easy, graceful— 


proudly bear: “Old Glory.” “Old 
Glory” would never be recognized 
without an introduction. It looked 


worthy of but half its name—it was 
old. A dozen or more bunches of cot- 
ton batting, about the size and color 
of an octoroon’s fist. tried to appear 
as silvery stars, while four big, wide 
splashes of brick-cotored paint told 
the story in their mute way of the 
thirteen original colonies. Such was 
the view on one side of this ““Ameri- 
can” flag. The designer, ingenious 
man that he was, evidently figured 
thet the camel would always be be- 
tween any observer and some high 
wall that the missing stars and 
stri would not be raissed. 

The most common “American” flag 
in China today is an ordinary piece of 
white cotton of any size, thin enough 
to be read through, and upon which 
is inecribed tn black a heroic but mis- 
directed effort at the letters U.S.A. 
This grew from the fact that in the 
ascent of the Pei-ho River, whem an 
American flag could not. be found any- 
where, excepting, of course, the mili- 
tary standards, the Quartermaster's 
Department had hurrtediy painted a 
number of white etreamers to be 
hoisted on junks which were used for 
the transportation of wounded men. 
supplies, eta And now thousands of 
Chanim*n may be seen dally in the 
streets of Peking wearing these black 
ond white placards upon their heads, 
pinned across their chests or upon 
the sieeve of a coat or blouse. 

But whatever it is—iet it be clumsy, 
crazy, foolish or madcening—if it only 
claims to be an American insignia the 
wearer is secure. Of course each Chi- 
naman thinks his design the correct 
one; but he must be wrong, obviously,

Marriages were an- 
nounced in American newspapers be- 
tween Citizen Brown and Citess Smith. 
Americans had their heads dressed 
by the French barber La Vigne “a la 
Brutus,” or “a la Titus,”” which was an 
ugly cropped shock, “like a frightened 
owl,” looking rude enough after great 
stately wigs and hair in powder and 
ribbon. Another style of hair cutting

A REVOLUTION IN MEN'S GAR- 
MENTS. 

In every detail of men’s dress were 
radical changes in the year 1801, per- 
haps the most marked and sudden tran- 
sitions men's dress had ever known. 
In this transition the greatest item 
of alteration was from breeches to 
trousers. As early as 1785 the leaving 
off knee buckles and lengthening of 
knee breeches, was the advance note 
of this change. The breeches were but- 
toned below the knee or tied with strings 
and soon were called pantaioons. Hes- 
sian boots met the panta at the 
calf, and soon | trousers were in 
“Immense taste,” and the 
shoestring” wae in vogue, to 
may of the buckle makers. By 1801 the 
satin and velvet coats of Washing- 
ton’s court, the cocked hats and silk 
stockings and knee buckles had gone 
with the knee breeches and given place 
to pinched coats, great neckerchiefs 
and clumsy beaver hats. In 1801 young 
dandies of the Democratic party dis- 
played their Jeffersonian simplicity by 
going in their own cropped hair, with- 
out wigs or pigtails. 

Jefferson made himself ob- 
noxious to conservative folk by givi 
up shoe buckles. He “dressed in hi 
suit of customary black, with shoes 
that laced. tight round the ankle and 
closed with a neat leathern string.” 

PANTALOONS A CENTURY AGO.

The change from knee breeches to 
trousers met stern opposition, and in 
full-drees assemblies in polite society 
knee breeches were worn for some years 
after trousers were everywhere seen on 
the streets. To enforce this regulation 
the somewhat startling notice was 
placed upon the entrance to an assem- 
bly hall: “Gentlemen will not be per- 
mitted to dance without breeches.” In 
1814 the Duke of Wellington presented 
himself at the door of the ballroom at 
Almack’s, and his entrance was 
barred by an official, said: “Your 
grace cannot be admitted in trousers.” 
The Duke being thus attired, quietly 
left the building. 

A few old fellows in America, chiefly 
old Federalists, clung long to the an- 
clent style of dress. President Madison 
wore knee breeches and buckles and 
powdered his hair and cue till his death 
in 1836. Some solid men of Boston wore 
them till that date, Gov. Eustis among 
the number. Dr. Robbins and Gov. 
Terry of Hartford did also. President 
Monroe was known as “The Last 
Cocked Hat.” 


INVENTION OF “RIGHTS AND 


The year 1800 saw the invention and 
inroduction of rights and lefts in shoes 
by the fashionable bootmaker, William 
Young, of Philadelphia. He advertises 
these varieties of footgear in the Au- 
rora of 1801: “Plover and snipe. toes, 
cock and hen toes, goose and gander 
toes, gosling toes, hog and bear snouts, 
ox and cow mouths, shovel and stick 
nose, and other too tedious to mention: 
Suwarrows, Cossacks, Hussars, Carrios. 
double-tongues, Bonapartes, ves, 
fire-buckets, wiss hunting, full-dress, 
walking. York.” 

This year shoe blacking and polish 
were first introduced. Ere that “black- 


ball” had been used. made of lamp- 
black. suet and tallow, or “dubbing.” 
This greasy mixture ruined ladies’ pet- 
ticoats in dancing. Dandies wore two 
watches and steel chains and carried 
eyegiasses, but in general little jew- 
elry was worn. 

A Sarment which had a large popu- 
larity for many years, both for men 
and women's wear. was the spencer.

GARMENTS OF STUDENTS AND 
CHILDRERN. 


A variation of dress was seen in 
Boston in the uniform of the Harvard 
students, which had frogs and cords of 
black on an ordinary coat. This uniform 
was adopted to “spot” the undergradu- 
ates at the theater, which they were 
forbidden to attend, or anywhere else 
they should not be. They had to wear 
the coat summer and winter. Com- 
mencement then was in August. A 
plaid coa. was the favored overcoat. 
In their rooms the undergraduates 
wore loose jackets and gowns of gayly- 
figured calico or baize. Merchants and 
even professional men wore in their 
offices and counting rooms loose, 
wadded dressings gowns, known as 
nightgowns or banians, In the eight- 
eenth century these were of magnificent 
stuffs and brocades, and many of Cop- 
4 sitters are painted in them. 

or many centuries the dress of 
young boys was precisely like that of 
their fathers.

one year over $1,000,000 worth of 
nankeen came to the United tates. 
Nearly all of it was made into trous- 
ers, which were worn in. summer 
winter alike by old and young. They 
were the constant wear of Gen, Lafay- 
ette on his trip through this country in 
1824, and were worn by all our early 
Presidents. 

In the library of the New York His- 
torical Society is a picture of the inte- 
rior of the Park Theater in 1825, dur- 
ing a theatrical performance. It is really 
a collection of old portraits of prom- 
inent citizens of the day, and can be 
taken as typical of the times—and 
what a contrast it shows to the pres- 
ent. Men_of. calm, phiegmatic tempera- 
ment, sound and rather heavy bodies, 
serious, prosperous faces—solid, respect- 
able men—are assembled. In our day 
nervous energy, high mental pressure, 
fast manners of living in business and 
social life, form just as plainly the char- 
acteristic traits of the theater aviience. 
The Park Thea‘er attendants of 1825 
wear voluminous neckcloths of white 
lawn or broad stocks made of buckram 
and satin or velvet. Many of the men 
as well as the women, have their hats 
on, and the universal headgear Is great, 
bell-crowned beaver hats. The com- 
piaining letters of theater-lovers of that 
day were against obscuring hats, not 
against bonnets. 


THE HATS OF OUR GRANDFATH- 
ERS. 


These beaver hats and their stiff- 
brimmed, cylinder-crowned, weighty 
head-coverings held sway for many 
vears on the heads of all respectable 
citizens. The first blow at the popu- 
larity of the stovepipe hat was in the 
time of the Mexican war, when a few 
American men found out the comfort 
and lightness of weight of the soft 
head-~covering of the Mexicans and 
ereoles. A life In California during the 
cold fever familiarized others with 
those unfashionable but comfortable 
forms and when in December, 1851, 
Louls Kossuth flashed his brilliant ca- 
reer, his radiant presence, into the eyes 
and brains of adoring Americans, he 
wore a picturesque soft hat with a 
feather. Good, sober, dignified business 
Americans at once adopted the Kossuth 
they couldn't stand the 
eather.

Motors of various kinds are having 
a@ severe test, in these days of nuto- 
vehicles. Self-propelling vehicles of 
all sorts are multiplying rapidly.

All of the motors in present use 
leave much to be desired. It is possi- 
ble that some new invention or discov- 
ery may at any time solve the prob- 
lem and relegate to the re all the 
motors now in use. Such a discov- 
ery—-for it must be something more 
than merely a new invention—would 
revolutionize existing methods and 
would lay out new fields for the trac- 


tion development of the future. 


The é6verhead trolley for sfTeet-car 


-propulsion is very generally considered 


the most practical method of applying 
electricity for that purpose. But the 
trolley has its limitations ani its 
shortcomings, as has fhe storage bat- 
tery, and, indeed, as have all the other 
methods of utilizing energy for trac- 
tion purposes. Some tests recently 
made by the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company in New York = resulted 
very favorably for compressed-air mo- 
tors in comparison to those operated 
by storage batteries. According to a 
statement recently issued by the com- 
pany, the use of compressed air re- 
duced operating expenses during the 
quarter by $7651, while the use of 
storage batteries increased operating 
expenses in the sum of $13,437. This 
is certainly a strong showing. One ad- 
vantage of all other motors over that 
operated by trolley is that each car is 
complete in itself, and operates inde- 
pendently of all others, while a break 
im the trolley disables the whole line, 
holding up all cars until the damage 
has Geen repaired.

Farmers Will Profit by 
Private Labors. 
Many Lands Scoured for 
Earth's Products. 


Valuable Services of Barber 
Lathrop of Chicago—Field 
for Experiments. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTEDTO THE TIMES.1 
One of the most remarkable collec- 
tions of rare economic plants and seeds 
is being worked up by the Department 
of Agriculture. Barbour Lathrop of 
Chicago, with David G. Fairchild as 
assistant, recently completed @ 
of the world, covering a period two 
years and embracing travels which 
amounted to explorations. Mr. Lath- 
rop has given the results of the expe- 
dition, undertaken at his own expense, 
to the farmers of the United States 
through the medium of the section of 
seed and plant introduction of the De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


The expedition left New York Decem- 
ber .31, 1898, and returned last fall, 
having visited in order the following 
countries and sent in from each living 
economic plants and seeds for cultiva- 
tion by American farmers dnd horti- 
cufurists: Jamaica, Granada, Barba- 
does, Trinidad in the West Indies; 


hemia in  Austro-Hungary; 
Egypt, Ceylon and Straits Settlements 
in Farther India; Java, Celebes, Am- 
boina, Banda, Lombok, Bali, Moluccas, 
Aru and Koi islands, Tenimber Archi- 
pelago and New Guinea in the Dutch 
East Indies; Hongkong, Canton in 

South China; the Philippine Islands, 
Bankok, Siam; Sweden and Finland in 
Northern Europe. 

Many thousands of dollars have been 
spent by Mr. Latirop upon this expedi- 
tion, and he has put into it some of 
the best thoughts of a practical man 
who is alive to the general wants of 
his countrymen. He is net an agricul- 
turist, and intrusted the technical part 
of the work to his assistant, Mr. Fair- 
child, who was detailed by Secretary 
Wilson from his position in charge of 
the section of seed and plant intro- 
duction, which Mr. Lathrop chose as 
a medium through which the seeds 
and plants of his collection should be 
distributed. 

The dangers of such a into ma- 
larial-infested regions will evident 
to all old travelers, and it is a matter 
of deep regret to Mr. Lathrop’s friends 
that the Caracas fever so seriously af- 
fected his health that two visits to 
Carlsbad were necessary, while the 
botanist of the expedition was laid up 
with melaria in the Moluccas and with 
typhoid in Siam and Ceylon,

backs the expedition has been brought 
to a successful conclusion, and the 
farmers of this country should be made 
acquainted with this. valuable gift 
which Mr. Lathrop has patriotically 
but modestly made to his country.

THE SOUTHWEST VERSUS THE 

NORTHWEST. 

A correspondent writes as follows to 
The Times from Compton, regarding 
the possibility of securing for Southern 
California much of the eastern immi- 
gration which is now going to Dakota 
and other sections of the Northwest: 

“In a recent issue of The Times there 
was a letter on the editorial page from 
@ gentieman at Lordsburg, calling at- 
tention to what has been done dur- 
ing the last ten years in the way of 
locating the Dunkers in that section 
of Southern California. 

“In that article he also casually 
speaks of the large tracts of vacant 
land between this place and Santa Afa 
on which parties are developing arte- 
sian water which, as he truthfully 
says, is suitable for dairy end general 
farming. Those who live in this sec- 
tion of Southern California, fully ap- 
preciate its value, and to a limited ex- 
tent have developed the possibilities 
of the country, as is partially shown 
by the creameries that have been 
Started here and at Clearwater, Dow- 
ney and Santa Ana, but, unfortunately 
for this section, they have been handi- 
capped by the old management of the 
Southern Pacific's non-colonization 
policy. With the new policy inaugu- 
rated by President Hayes of the South- 
ern Pacific in authorizing cheap col- 
onigation rates, they may hope soon 
to add very materially to their limited 
number of Dunker farmers who are 
scattered over this large, beautiful sec- 
_ of Los Angeles and Orange coun- 
t 

“Quite a number of people from 
North Dakota have been in this sec- 
tion during the last few months, and 
they all seem :nuch surprised that it is 
80 sparsely settled, for the lay of the 
land, they say, is fully as good, or even 
better, than North Dakota lands that 
the colonization agents of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Com- 
pany took them to from various PEast- 
ern and Middle States, and the general 
expressions of these people were that 
the climate and the closeness to mar- 
ket of these lands make them far more 
desirable for farm purposes, even at 
prices such as are current here, than 
the so-called cheap jands of North Da- 
kota, which are only adapted to small 
grains, while we can and do raise 
equally as large crops of small grains, 
and can raise alfalfa, fruits, etc., 
which they cannot raise in North Da- 
Rota. As an old settler of Devil Lake, 
N. D., said Saturday last, ‘While I 
have lived for years close to both the 
Great Northern end Northern Pacific 
roads, and have been benefited by the 
Mberal colonization policies of both of 
them, I shall return there but to close 
out my business and return to South- 
‘ern California to live, for, in my mind, 
there is no doubt that President 
Hayes's liberal colonization policy will, 
in the near future, help to turn the tide 
of Dunker colonization that for five 

has been colonizing our North 
Dekota country this way, and my ex- 
perience with this people ts that what 
is now one vast plain of vacant lands, 


subdivided and thickly bullt up by 
thie.class of desirable settiers.’ 

“The gent said that he was in 
business in the city of Devil's Lake and 
purchased a first-class round-trip 
ticket good nine months, but that he 
expected to use it in a few days, so as 
to close out his business and get back 
to Southern California as soon a5 pos- 
sible.

“Now what. if anything, are the peo- 
ple of Southern Califarnia or the 
Southern Pacific people doing to coun- 
teract the work of the colonization 
agents who, as the North Dakota peo- 
ple say, the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific have all over the Eastern 
States? The mere making of cheap 
rates from the East will not bring 
homeseekers this way. They must be 
visited in their own homes in the East 
and suitable literature put in their 
hands to read and study and compare 
with what our competitors in the 
Northwest are spreading broadcast 
over the land. 

“President Hill of the Great North- 
ern has caused to be developed from 
what was a few years ago one vast cat- 
tle peeture, one of the grandest wheat- 
growing belts in the world, and the No. 
1 hard wheat grown there is known the 
world over. Now, will President Hayes 
stop with authorizing cheap rates, or 
will he profit by what others have 
demonstrated can be done, and spread 
the possibilities of California all over 
the East? Our Chambers of Commerce 
and the owners of there vast tracts of 
vacant land should also put their 
shoulders to the wheel and do their 
share cf this work by furnishing re- 
Hable data and literature for distribu- 
tion and not leave it all for the rall- 
way company to do.”

Terrible Pace in Crime 
Set at Yuma. 


-— 


Los Angeles Woman the 
Latest Victim. 


One of King Family Shot by 
an Officer—Tin in 
Grand Canyon. 


YUMA (Aris.,) Feb. 16.—{Regular 
Correspor.dence.} A few months ago 
the village of Yuma stagted a lively 
pace in a criminal way and she has 
been keeping it up ever since. It is 
doubtful if ever since the settlement 
of the bure there has been as much 
bloodshed in the same length of time. 
The last crime to record is the worst of 
all, the killing of a woman by an officer 
of the law. Constable H. H. Alexander, 
the slayer, is in the territorial peniten- 
tiary, there held with the murderer of 
Deputy Sheriff DeVane, for fear of the 
execution of vengeance by the popu- 
lace. Alexander's victim was Mrs. J. 
J. Burns, wife of a settler on land in 
the Somerton district, nine miles be- 
low Yuma. There had been trouble 
over the land occupied by Burns, and 
Alexander, under some legal process, 
undertook eviction. A prior visit 
had been balked by the appearance of 
Mra. Burns with a rifle. On the occas- 
fon of the second visit she used noth- 
ing worse than her tongue, so enraging 
the constable that he jerked a shotgun 
from a scabbard attached to his saddle 
and fired both barrels at the woman at 
short range. The shot took effect be- 
low the stomach causing almost instant 
death. With Alexander at the time 
were F. B. Miller, the adverse claim- 
ant of the land, and William Fain. 
They returned to Yuma and surren- 
dered themselves. 

Mra. Burns came from Puente, near 
Los Angeles, and was 30 years «f age. 
She was the daughter of 8. H. King 
and niece of the two King brothers 
shot In a street duel near the Pico 
house about twenty-five years ag». 
Two brothers. Frank King of Tucson 
and Samuel King of Tombstone have 
come to see that justice is done the 
siayer of their sister, and aver that 
they will remedy, if Necessary, any 
undue leniency in the law's operation, 
which there seems no reason to doubt. 
Four children are left motherless. 

BOOM EXPECTED. 

The long-delayed boom for Yuma is 
expected now in short order. On the 
one side is the development of the Im- 
perial canal region, for which this vil- 
lage is at present the entrepot, and 
nearer at hand is the Algodones land 
grant, just ordered open to regular en- 
try under the land laws of the United 
States, with liberal rulings . granting 
priority of right to those settiers who 
have already settied upon the land. 
Meny of these have waited seven 
years or jloneer for settlement of the 
muddle. The decision in the Court of 
Private Lan@ Claims was in favor of 
the grant claimants. The Supreme 
Court of the United States reversed the 
judgment. The formal opening will be 
March 18, the entries to he made at the 
Tucson tand office. Claimants under 
title from the grant company will be 
recognized. but will be compelled to 
pay $1.25 an acre for their holdings. A 
special act of Congress permits the en- 
try of tracts of land as small as forty 
acres and claimants of even smalier 
acreege will be permitted to pool their 
entries. 

REMARKABLE RAINS, 

The “oldest inhabitant” has been 
stumped to find a parallel for the wet 
weather of the past week. Last year's 
rainfall in Yuma was .83 inch. The 
normal annual precipitation is 2.97 
inches. On the 10th Inst there fell, 
within the twenty-four hours, 2.52 
inches. About a half inch more fell on 
the 9th and lith, giving a total in three 
days of the usua! yearly precipiataion. 
As the. local residences are not de- 
signed for verv wet weather, many of 
them leaked distressingly and some 
adobe mansions collapsed and melted 
away. It is even alleged that a part of 
the guards’ walk on the penitentiary 
wall disappeared in the storm in rivu- 
lets of mud. The wayor was out with 
workmen and a force of convicts from 
“the hill.” cutting drainage canals, and 
anxiety was felt concerning the sta- 
bility of the Gila levee, built above the 
town eicht years ago. The main dam- 
age along the Southern Pacific was 
west of this point, though a number of 
minor washouts were reported along 
the road between Yuma and Gila 
Bend. A repetition of the high water of 
the Gila of two years ago is feared, 
with possible damage to the recon- 
structed town. 

NOVEL SALARY SYSTEM. 

The village council} has been reorgan- 
izing. J. L. Redondo has been re- 
appointed recorder. The council has 
been taking a novel Way for the pay- 
ment of the debts of the municipality 
and for the settlement of salary claics. 
About 1000 town lots remain at the dis- 
posal of the council, comprising a block 
of property that was to have been 
ceded to the State of Arizona Cana! 
company when that famous enterprise 
should have known success. It has 
been decreed that each counci!man, for 
services for each two-year term shall 
be given one city lot. The recorder 
was paid for his work in 1900 by a deed 


to two city lots. The town surveyor 
was granted a lot in payment of his 
bill and the janitor of the village hall 
was credited with $86 on payment for 
another lot. Just how far the system 
will work has not been demonstrated, 
but it seems satisfactory to the tax- 
payers. 
ARIZONA BREVITIES. 

Thomas Hart, murderer of DeVane, 
has been identified as Tom Downey, 
committed to Folsom prison, California. 
in 1899, on @ ten-year sentence for bur- 
giary committe! in Sacramento. It ts 
also claimed that his real name is 
Durham and that he formerly Mved in 
Giobe, Ariz. 

Joe Boot, the confederate of Pearl 
Hart in the Pinal county stage robber- 
ies of a year ago, has escaped from the 
penitentiary and no man seems to be 
informed of his present habitat. He 
was In for a ten-year term. Oné of the 
quietest of the prisoners, he soon was 
made a trusty and latterly has been 
cook in the reaidence of Superintendent 
Brown, One evening he put his kitchen 
in exceptionally gocd order and left, 
apparently for his cell within the prison 
walls. That was the last heard of 
Boot. 

The criminal docket for the next 
term of the District court already con- 
tains twenty serious felony cases.

In your morning paper you read 
that Mr. Jones asked the Secretary for 
War 80-and-so to the extent of twenty 
lines, and perusing those twenty lines 
you may imagine Mr. Jones has given 
@ neat little speech, very compact and 
to the point. 

at, however, Mr. Jones has done 
is to rise from his seat, mutter some- 
thing about “Question i,"" and then sit 
down. All the questions have been pre- 
pared over night, and are now printed, 
and the askers just shout out their 
number on the paper. 

Likely enough the War Minister is 
having a chat with a colleague, and 
somebody has to nudge him to make 
him understand a question has been ad- 
Greased to him. He jumps to his feet. 
In his hand is a bundle of papers, all 
typewritten, for maybe a dozen ques- 
tions are on the paper for him to an- 
sewer. Two or three cf the answers 
he may have dictated himself. The 
majority, however, are departmental; 
the information has been prepared by 
somebody under him, and all he has 
to do ig to read out the reply. 

Possibly it is an insignificant ques- 
tion, and the answer can be of no in- 
terest. . So the chatter begins again. 
What he reads nobody a couple of 
yards away can hear. But Mr. Jones 
raises his hat in acknowledgment, 
and seems satisfied. 

“Mr. Smith!" shouts the Speaker, and 
Mr. Smith, a stout, bucolic gentleman, 
asks “Question No. 2," which may be 
about dog-muzzliing regulations. 

Now and then the question is of 
moment. There is a hush while the 
reply is given. 

Next somebody jumps up and fires 
a supplementary question if the an- 
swer has not been satisfactory. If it be 
thought the minister is trying to keep 
something back all the heckling sharp- 
shooters jump out, and there sounds 
the crackle of questions from all over 
the benches, to the accompaniment of 
cheers and roars of laughter. 

The House, whenever it has a chance, 
shows a strong disposition to become 
unruly. But the Speaker's “Order, 
order!” sounds like the crack of a whip 
to a pack of dogs up to mischief. 

Some men put a deal of courtesy 
into the asking of a question. They 
will say: “I beg to ask the right 
hon. gentleman the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies Question No. 26," and 
when Mr. Chamberlain has reed the re. 
ply they will politely raise the hat. 

The more manner is to say: 
“Secretary for the Colo.ies, Question 
No, 26.” 

A few men, gruff and surly, think this 
a waste of time. So they just shout: 
“No. 26!" and give no acknowledg- 
ment on receiving a reply. Mr. Ti- 


will button his coat, take off and put 
on his hat, feel that his halr is straight, 
sit well forward on the bench, and let 
his eyes shuttle between the Speaker 
and the man who is_ talking. 
The man, however, who Is talking is in 
no hurry. This is his “innings,” and he 
is going to make a good show. Some- 
times he will seem to have finished and 
make a feint of sitting down. As 
though fired from a spring gun, up 
bounce all the others, all shouting 
“Mr. Speaker.” But the man who 
hag been talking is not finished. He 
has merely turned round to search for 
® quotation, and he looks up with 
mild-eyed surprise on hearing the 
shout. He goes on calmly with his 
speech, while the others have to sit 
down again, rather shamefaced at the 
exhibition. The rest of the House 
chortles. 

Don’t imagine, however, that it is 
purely a matt of catching the 
Speaker's eye. The Speaker does not 
always call on the man u whom 
his eye rests first. It is a discriminat- 
ing eye. If a Conservative is speak- 
ing you may be sure it will be a 
Liberal he will call on next; then. likely 
enough, a Liberal Unionist, and then 
a Nationalist. Everybody who wants 
to speak can’t; but the Speaker selects 
here and there, picking out the men 
whom the House is likely to prefer, and 
at the same time giving all phases of 
opinion an airing. To the casual vis- 
itor the selection may all seem chance. 
As a matter of fact, it is deliberate 
and careful selection. Yet so evenly 

is it that there is never even 
the whisper of a suggestion the 
Speaker is not absolutely impartial. 

As long as men want to talk, and the 
talk is kept within the rules of the 
House, it is not for the Speaker to put 
a stop to it, however twaddling and 
feeble have been the speeches. Now 
and then the government will apply 
the guillotine by moving “that the 
question be now put,” namely, that the 
division be taken without more cacKle. 
This, however, is done only in extreme 
cases, and leads to a display of fury on 
the part of the opposition, who u- 
late great indignation and bawl “Gag! 
gag!” in disgust. 

As a rule the House settles itself 
when the division shall be taken. It 
feeis that all has been said that can be 
said, and it fs only the bores and self- 
opinionated nuisances that are wasting 
the time. But bores and nuisances are 
hard to crush. 

Wise mer take the hint and don’t 
rise. The unwise insist on being heard. 
They are not heard, because the House 
determinedly refuses to listen. All 
through the speech of the bore they 
shout “Divide.” It isn’t a loud shout, 
and the word isn't given tn full. It is 
rather a dribbling shout of ‘"Vide- 
“vide-'vide-'vide!” kept going at a 
patter from a couple of hundred 
mouths. .You see the bore gesticulat- 
ing and getting white in the face from 
exertion.

his hand. “Mr. Balfour,” or “Mr. 
Chamberlain,” or “Mr. Ritchie,” says 
the Speaker and then the minister 
walks up the floor bowing three times, 
and with another bow he hends the 
folded {volscap to the chief clerk. It is 
supposed to be a copy of the bill. It is 
just a “dummy,” with nothing written 
inside, and with only the name of the 
bill and of its introducer and sup- 
rortere written on the back. 

“The auestion is this bill be now read 
first time.’ says the Speaker. ‘“‘Those 
in favor say ‘Aye,’ to the contrary 
‘No’; I think the ‘Ayes’ have it. The 
‘Ayes’ have it" Nobody has shouted 
— way or the other, but the bill 
counts its first reading. 

After that it is printed asd circu- 
lated.

SENATOR WHITE'S 
_ CAREER CLOSED. 


Death 


at evidence is all in; the Case is 
submitted.” 

Thus remarked Hon. Stephen 
Mallory White as he calmly composed 
himself to die. The declaration was 
characteristic of the great lawyer who 
had used the same expression at the 
close of numerous cases wherein the 
issue was not between life and death. 
When the dread summons came for 
him to stand before the Judge of all 
men, it found him prepared to receive 
the verdict, and, sustained by the firm 
assurance of life beyond the grave, he 
passed peacefully away. 

Death came as a welcome relief to 
the former Senator, whose physical in- 
firmities had for some years been hard 
to bear. Yet he was seldom beard to 
complain, and, unheeding the advice 
of friends and family, he continued to 
labor at his chosen profession, in 


| which he stood in the first rank, until 


disease forced him to his bed. That 
was only a week ago, and yesterday 
morning at 4:15 o'clock death gained 
the mastery in the struggle, and the 
foremost native son of California gave 
up the ghost. 

The death of Senator White was a)- 
most the sole topic af conversation in 
this city yesterday. There were cvi- 
dences of profound sorrow 0291 every 
hand; on the streets, in the public of- 
fices, in the busy marts of trade, and 
in thousands of homes, there was but 
one refrain, “Our Steve is dead.” 

Flags were placed at half-mast as 
soon as the news became known. Teie- 
graph wires flashed the sad infelligence 
to every part of the country, bringing 
in return messages cof condoience from 
many of the great men of the nation 
who regarded the dead ftatesman as 
their peer in intel'ect and distingu!shed 
public service. 

It was indeed sad news chat 
nated from the White residence, at the 
corner of Main and Eleventh streets at 
the early dawn. Although it was 
pretty generally known that the Sena- 
tor had been for some time in a pre- 
carious state of health, few people 
outside of his immediate family circle 
and business associates had any idea of 
the extent to which disease had made 
inroads upon his constitution. The 
news af his death, therefore, came as 
@ surprise to the genera! public. He 
was never a well man since his re- 
tirement from public life at the ex- 
piration of his term im the United 
State Senate, March 3. 1899. More than 
once he was compelied to lay business 
cares aside and g> to health resorts 
to recuperate, but the strength derivoi 
from rest would soon be spent again. 

LAST PUBLIC APPRARANCE. 


Senator White's last appearance in 
court was on Tuesday, the 12th inst., 
when he was present as counsel for the 
plaintiff! in the case of Piloof vs. the 
Southern Pacific Company. He was 
then far from well, but he was pre- 
pared to go on with the case which 
was set for 10 o'clock a.m. A landslide 
on the Southern Pacific, however, de- 
layed the arrival of some of the rail- 
road yg ~y witnesses, and at the 
request the defense the trial of the 
case was postponed. 

On the following morning Senator 
White started up town as usual, but 
became so lll on the way that he re- 
turned home before he reached his of-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—President/ 


| McKinley, in insisting that Congress 
shall share with him the responsibility 
of deciding the relations which shal) 
subsist between the United States and 
Cuba, gives an effective answer to the 
anti-imperialists. If he and his ad- 
visers desired to usurp all power, and 
play the role of an autocracy, he and 
they have in this question an opportu- 
nity to do so, greater and more im- 
portant than ever fef to the lot of 
any Chief Magistrate from Washing- 
ton down. The problem is one entirely 
new in our history. Ne precedent ex- 
tests to point the way te correct con- 
stitutional conclusion; and it is cer- 
tainly advisable, indeed, imperative, 
from every point of view, that the leg- 
islative branch of the government 
should aid the executive department in 
the solution of so grave a matter. In 
endeavoring, on one plea or another, 
to shirk its responsibility and evade 
ite duty, Congressmen, Republicans 
and Democrats alike, proclaim to the 
world that they subordinate the pub- 
lic to their own vate interests. This 
is not the attit Congress should as- 
sume toward the country. It is, on 
the contrary, reprehensible in letter 
and spirit.. 

As to Cuba, the sentiment is grow-
